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PALM BEACH COUNTY POPULATION 
SURPASSES HALF MILLION 


Each fall the Area Planning Board is charged with preparing population estimates for Palm Beach County and the 
37 member municipalities. According to the latest population estimates prepared by the Area Planning Board, Palm 
Beach County has a year-round population in excess of one-half million persons. 

As of April 1, 1975, the Area Planning Board estimates the County population to be 516,914 with over two- 
thirds (68.8%) of the total living in municipalities and the remainder residing in the unincorporated area. The 1975 
population total represents a 48.1% increase over the 1970 U. S. Census figure of 348,993 and roughly compares 
with the 52.1% increase experienced in the entire decade of the 1960's. 

Page 2 lists the 1970 U. S. Census counts and the 1975 population estimates for all 37 municipalities in the County. 


PALM BEACH COUNTY ELIGIBLE TO QUALIFY FOR FEDERAL 
PUBLIC WORKS FUNDS 


Because of its high unemployment rate, Palm 
Beach County has been designated by the Secretary 
of Commerce as a redevelopment area under the 
provisions of the Public Works and Development 
Act of 1965 (P.L. 89-136). In order to qualify for 
the federal matching funds for the construction of 
public works and development facilities, the County 
has prepared an Overall Economic Development Pro- 
gram (O.E.D.P.) 

The 25 member O.E.D.P. Committee, appointed 
by the Board of County Commissioners, began 
meeting in March to document the economic history, 
current status, and development potential of the 
County. In preparing the O.E.D.P. report, the Re- 
search Division of the Area Planning Board served 
as the technical staff to the Committee. 

The O.E.D.P. for Palm Beach County was adopted 
by the Board of County Commissioners at their 
May 25th meeting. The report has since been for- 
warded to officials of U.S. Department of Com- 
merce’s Economic Development Administration for 
final approval. After approval by the federal authori- 
ties, Palm Beach County will be eligible to apply for 
matching funds for qualified projects. 

While specific projects have not been identified in 
the report, the Committee did select some major 
project areas in which they would like to see develop- 
ment during the coming year: 


e A comprehensive tourism industry incorporating 


convention facilities -- lodging and meeting space, 
sports complexes, and major attractions; 


Expansion and additional development of the 
Port of Palm Beach; 
Identification and development of sites with 
adequate utilities, transportation linkages, and 
harmonious adjacent land uses for industrial 
and commercial parks; 


Development of the agribusiness potential exist- 
ing in the western County area such as establish- 
ing advanced sugar processing plants, candy man- 
ufacturing or other related sugar using industries, 
frozen food processing plants, or canneries; 


Revitalization of the Central Business Districts 
(downtown areas) of coastal municipalities in- 
cluding a balance of office and commercial 
facilities; 

Construction of proper treatment facilities and 
collection lines for sewage treatment according 
to governmental standards for environmental 
quality; 


Acquisition of sites for solid waste disposal and 
an investigation into alternative methods of 
solid waste disposal;

m" DEVELOPMENT FUNDS 


Under the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974, Title | consolidates existing categorical 
grants for community development into the single 
Community Development Program, and Title II re- 
vises the laws governing federally assisted housing pro- 
grams and authorizes a new housing assistance pay- 
ment plan for low income persons. The Act allows 
more monies to flow into lower income areas to elim- 
inate slums and blight, and it also provides an effective 
monitoring system as to how funds are spent. 

With the assistance of the Area Planning Board, 
Palm Beach County received a federal grant of 
$1,068,000 for their Community Development Pro- 
gram in fiscal year 1976. The APB has been instru- 
mental in Palm Beach County securing an even larger 
grant for the coming fiscal year: $2,364,000. 


WPBUATS URBAN AREA TRANSPORTATION 
STUDY UNIFIED: WORK PROGRAM CERTIFIED 


The Federal Highway Administration has certified 
the Unified Work Program for the West Palm Beach 
Urban Area Transportation Study (WPBUATS). Under 
the Federal Aid Highway Act of 1973 (Section 112), 
funds have been allocated in the amount of $63,106.00 
for the '75-'76 fiscal planning year. These funds have 
been programmed to carry out several work ele- 
ments required by the program, including surveil- 
lance of socio-economic variables and land use activi- 
ties, preparation of traffic counts, preparation of a 
computerized land use information system, and co- 
ordination of transportation planning activities in Palm 
Beach County and South Florida. The allocated 
amount is matched with 10% State and 10% local 
shares. 


AREA PLANNING BOARD CONTINUESON GOING 
COMPREHENSIVE “701” PLANNING PROGRAM 


The Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) has provided a comprehensive planning 
(701) assistance grant to facilitate on-going areawide 
comprehensive planning within Palm Beach County 
during the past year. Grant approval was received by 
the APB in June 1975; the federal share amounted to 
$62,000.00 with a local funding contribution of 
$31,000.00 for a total of $94,000.00. 

These funds have enabled the APB to research and 

roduce a variety of studies which are valuable in 
dlanning for future growth and development of Palm 
Beach County. The APB is in the process of complet- 
ing projects such as an updated Housing Market Area 


Analysis, Economic Base Study, Comprehensive Coun- 


tywide Development Plan, and Census Tract Boun- 
dary Analysis. Additionally, “701” funds have aided 
the APB in providing public information, in reviewing 
projects requesting federal financial assistance in the 
County, and in updating the recreation data base. 
AREA PLANNING BOARD RETAINS CONSUL- 
TANT ASSISTANCE FOR “208” PROGRAM 

On May 29, 1975, the Environmental Protection 
Agency awarded a Section “208” (P.L. 92-500) 
grant to the APB. The grant amount totals $984,000 
which is 100% federal funds. The funds are being 
used for a two (2) year planning program to develop 
an Areawide Waste Treatment Management Plan for 
Palm Beach County. 

To complement staff in the Areawide Waste Treat- 
ment project, the APB has hired the following con- 
sultants with Section ‘’208” funds: 


1. Greenleaf/Telesca & Roy F. Weston, Inc. - Con- 
sultants in water quality problems and their 
causes and recommend eventual solutions. 


2. Hayes, Seay, Mattern and Mattern Consultants - 
Institutional and management consultants whose 
job is to incorporate solutions for water quality 
problems and recommend what type of institu- 
tional arrangements are best equipped to solve 
the problems. 


3. Gannett, Flemming, Corddry, & Carpenter Con- 
sultants - Public participation consultants who, 
under a major requirement set up by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, are re- 
sponsible for citizen participation and input. 
They thus conduct public hearings at different 
stages throughout the process and generally in- 
form the public of what is taking place. 


The three consulting firms were hired from among 
125 firms which applied.

e Construction of proper treatment facilities and 
distribution lines for adequate water supply 
of acceptable quality according to governmental 
standards; 


e Construction and/or expansion of fire stations; 


ə Construction and/or expansion of municipal 
complexes such as administrative centers or 
auditoriums; 


e Construction of needed educational facilities 
for all age groups with particular emphasis on 
vocational and technical centers; and 


e Construction and development of medical and 
health care facilities such as hospitals, clinics, 
and mental health centers.
